I.ir.  Chairaian,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasiare  in  presenting  to  you  my  Anmxil 
Report  for  the  year  eroding  31s-t  December,  1938* 

Regarding  the  vital  statistics  for  the  area,  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  the  estimated  resident  population  of  the  district  increased 
from  33 >340  in  1957  to  33»8lO  last  year.  The  live  birth  rate  of  18.1 
showed  a  slight  rise  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  standardised  death 
rate  of  9*3  vra.s  lower  than  in  1957. 

I  am  pleased. to  .report  that  the  infant  mortality  rate 
fell  to  a  record  low  level  of  21.6  per  1,000  live  births  and  was  lower 
than  the  average  for  .England  ’and  YiTales  as  a  whole. 

It  v/ould  appear  that  v/ith  regard  to  the  average  age  at 
death,  the  male  population  have  ^  slightly  shorter  life  span  and  the 
females  have  a  slightly  longer  life  span  than  the  average  for  the 

country  as  a  whole.

The  nxamber  of  cases  of  notifia.ble  infectious  diseases 
increased  from  253  in  1957  to  418  in  1958,  this  increase  being  due  to 
Measles,  and  in  view  of  the  few  cases  in  the  previous  year  v;as  not 
imexpected.  In  1957  it  vd.ll  be  recalled  tliat  there  were  29  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  notified,  of  which  no  less  than  four  died:  a  little  boy 
of  8  years,  a  little  girl  of  7  years,  a  young  man  in  his  early  thirties, 
and  a  young  mother  of  28.  Prom  experience  it  has  been  found  that  the 
year  following  an  epidemic  year  is  likely  to  produce  several  more  cases 
equally  severe,  but  I  am  delighted  to  report  that  this  did  NOT  happen 
last  year;  and  in  fact  there  ms  not  a  single  case  reported  in  your 
district.  It  woilLd  appear  that' this  happy  state  of  affairs  may  have 
been  diie  to  the  extensive  vaccination  of  children 'and  young  persons 
against  the  disease  carried  oqt  in  your  district,  and  if  so  the  efforts 
of  all  concerned  in  carrying  out  the  scheme  have  been  very  well  worth 
while. 


The  programme  of  slum  clearance  has  proceeded  steadily 
dxaring  the  year,  v/hen  73  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as 
being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  at 
reasonable  expense. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Engineer  for  his  report,  which 
will  be  included  mth  my  report  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be 
available  at  a  later  date. 

Pinally,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  and  support  which  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Housing  and 
Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Co;mcil  have  given  to  me  during  the 
year,  and  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing  co-operation 
and  assistance  given  to  me  at  all  times.

10.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Duririg  1958  ,  28  new.  cases  of  TulDercijlosis  were  notified  (l6  males 
and  12  females).  The  majority  (22)  of  these  cases  v/ere  clinically 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  arjd  the  remainder  (6)  tuberculosis  of  other 
parts  of  the  body.  There  were  in  addition  9  cases  who  moved  into  the 
district  after  the  diagnosis  had  been  made  elsewhere,  making  a  total 
of  37  cases  in  all© 

On  receipt  of  a  notification  of  Tuberculosis  the  housing  conditions, 
milk  supply  etc.  are  investigated  in  collaberation  with  the  Chest 
Physician,  and  where  necessary  the  appropriate  recommendations  are  made 
to  the  Housing  Committee.

Regular  night  flow  tests  are  made  to  keep  a 
check  on  the  wastage  of  water  and  due  to  this 
precaution,  many  leaks  have  been  traced  and 
repaired  with  a  subsequent  saving  in  water  supplies. 

Lower  Consumption  of  Vi/ater 


Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  lower 
overall  consumption  of  water  which  is  57 j 000  gallons 
per  day  less  than  last  year,  notwithstanding  an 
additional  188  properties  connected  to  the  mains. 

In  the  last  2  years,  although  there  have  been 
356  extra  connections,  the  total  daily  consumption 
has  fallen  by  70,000  or  roughly  10%.  Based  on  a 
cost  of  1/6d  per  1,000  gallons,  this  means  an 
annual  saving  of  almost  £2,000.
